Loxpon, October 31.—The Parnell trial 
promises greater interest now that the pro- 
duction of witnesses has begun. As already 
cabled, there was a heated debate during some 
time yesterday morning about the production 
of the bank-books of the Land League. The 
bank raised the objection as to the privileged 
nature of communications between banks and 
their clients. Sir Charles Russell, however, 
cut the matter short and gave proof ot the 
confidence of his cause by declaring thathe 
had no objection whatever to the production 
of the books. All doubts as to the character 
of the trial were set at rest by the decision of 


Justice Hannen, President. 
the court to. allow the Times to pro- 
duce witnesses to prove the speeches 
before proving the connection of the 
Parliamentary defendants with the speeches. 
President sir James Hannen repeated that he 
regarded the trial as one of conspiracy, which 
means that it will treat allthe defendants as 
members of the same organization and ac- 
countable for every speech and every act of 
any other member. Itis clear from this that 
the Judges are resolved to report against the 
organization and not to confine their inquiry 
to the specific charges connecting individuals 
with outrages. The Liberals, however, dis- 
count all this beforehand, and do not think 
that it will haveany serious effect on public 
opinion. The Judges are, afterall, only three 
eminent taxpayers, no more worthy of respect 
as regards thelr opinions concerning a polit-

Not until CLEVELAND wis 
elected, not until May 28, 1885, did this 
British-American show his gratitude to 
the party that had made him a miljion- 
aire by taking out his naturalization 
papers as an American voter. His invest- 
ments in British newspapers and the talk 
about his efforts to obtain a seat in the 
British Parliament prior to 1885 may ex- 
plain this tardiness.

appeal to the offiders of police. would have. 
He left the hall to get a policeman 
and Capt. Peckham tried to prevent the 
roughs from leaving the ball until a policeman 
took them out, but théy saw the movement 
and left the building, though Ospt. Peckham 
tried to hold the doors. After the meeting 
was over Pearce left the hall to go to his home, 
at 1858 Division street, and as usual walked 
along with a number of the members of the 
army. They reached Eleventh street and 
Franklin avenue, whem they met the quartette 
of ruffians who had been waiting tor them. 
One of them stepped up to Pearce and taunted 
him with his unsuccessful efforts to have 
them arrested. Pearce replied that he did 
not care about heaving them arrested,

They have attended our meetings 
regularly for over two months and they have 
always annoyed us. They talk out loud and 
laugh and giggle. Now you know that such 
behavior as that can’t be tolerated in a re- 
ligious meeting. There is a simple-minded 
old man who comes to our meetings. He's 
half-witted, but he doesn’t do an body 
any harm, yet~ those fellows would sit 
him and annoy him nearly to 
death. We threatened to have them 
arrested, but they laughed at us and said 
we didn’t know their names, and we couldn't 
have them arrested as long as we couldn’t 
tell their names, but wefound them out, and 
we have them now. Wetried to catch them 
in the hall several times, but they were too 
sharp. We arranged to have one of the offi- 
ders of the army to go for a policeman when 
they were cutting up, but they watched what 
was going On, and as soon as our officer 
started out of the hall they went too.

Have they ever assaulted any of the mem- 
bers of the army before?’’ 

No, I believe not. Pearce was assaulted 
one night when the army was meeting on 
Eighth and Christy avenue, but we don’t 
know that these fellows did it. The light in 
front ot the hall had been put out, and he 
went out to light it. Someone ran up and 
struck him and ran away, but we don’t know 
who it was. 

Have these 
meetings often?’ 

„Tes, almost every night fora month. They 
have been scared out in some way or other 
and they have been trying to get a chance to 
hurt Pearce, but they never had an oppor- 
tunity.’

Are these the only ones who have troubled 
you or disturbed your meetings?

A Climb te the Top of the Globe and Ite 
Difficulties. 


People who visit Calcutta sdidom fail to 
make a journey of about 400 northward, 
by the Eastern Bengal Railway, to Darjeeling. 
The last part of this trip is performed on a 
narrow-gauge road which climbs the tall 
foothills of the Himalayan range in a most 
curious, zigzag fashion, the road con-
